BUTCHERS’ STRIKE 


Offered to Arbitrate Entire 
Issue, Says Head of 
Federation; Swift and 
Company Refuses Proposal 


Milton S. Maxwell, presi- 
dent of the western federation 
of butchers, issued the follow- 
ing statement today on the 


strike against all Swift prod- 
ucts: 


“The western federation of butch- 
ers offered to sit in with a commit- 
tee of the San Francisco labor 
council to adjudicate the strike; 
this, Swift and company denied. 

“We offered to sit in with 
friendly government agencies and 
with Swift and company; this, 
Swift and company refused. 


“We were willing to arbitrate 
the entire subject matter and 
send our people back to work 
and abide by the arbitrators’ 
decision; this was refused by 
Swift and company. 

“We offered to give kind 
consideration to any counter 
proposal made by Swift and 
company officials; this they re- 
fused. 

“The Swift and company offi- 
cials stated even though they en- 
tered into a contract with our 
unions, they would refuse to sign 
a contract. The company offered 
nothing but the ‘open shop’. 

“We agreed that, in place of the 
‘union shop’ to accept preferen- 
tial hiring. Butchers’ unions have 
not had trouble with their em- 
ployers in the past 31 years. Our 
record speaks for itself, and the 
above conditions we offered, speak 
that we are open and fair minded 
to deal with any agency that would 
be of benefit to bring both sides 
together. All of this has been re- 
fused by the Swift company.” 

All of Swift products were Hsted 
on the official “We Don’t Patron- 
ize” list by the central labor coun- 
cil this week.

GROCERY SALES UP 
9 PER CENT 


Daily average sales of chain 
grocery stores for July were about 
9 per cent larger in dollar volume 
than in July, 1938, and higher than 
for any July since 1929, the com- 
merce department has announced. 
Sales declined from June by about 
the usual seasonal amount, plac- 
ing the seasonally adjusted index 
for July at 99.6 per cent, compared 
with 99.3 per cent in June, based 
on the 1929-31 average. Sales for 
the first seven months were about 
6 per cent above the correspond- 
ing period of 1938.

Appearing as a witness for the 
government yesterday was none 
other than Miles Humphreys, well- 
known east bay communist and 
former organizer for the united 
auto workers’ union, a CIO affil- 
iate. 

Humphreys appeared against 
Harry Bridges, CIO director and 
longshore leader, at Angel island. 

When asked if Bridges was a 
communist, Humphreys said, ac- 
cording to reports: 

“Bridges and his entire legal 
staff are members of the party. I 
have sat with him in 20 or 30 meet- 
ings of the party in San Francisco. 
At one time I walked into a ‘top 
fraction’ meeting in Los Angele 
where Bridges presided.” 

Humphreys said he had joined 
the communist party in 1924, vis- 
ited Russia in 1926 and was a 
teacher in a school conducted by 
the party. 

When asked by government 
counsel as to whether or not the 
party advocated the taking over of 
government by “force and _ vio- 
lence’ Humphreys replied: 

“That is the teaching of the 
communist party; I have taught 
that lesson myself and that lesson 
was taught to me,” 

Humphreys admitted he was a 
former organizer for the party in 
Alameda county and very active in 
its affairs. 

He further stated that Sam 
Darcey, noted communist, had told 
him that Bridges was a member of 
the party. The party “is the big- 
gest detriment to America today,” 
he said.

For an hour and 57 minutes, by 
the clock, negotiations were con- 
ducted over telephone wires be- 
tween Washington and Denver. 


The telephone company 
$150 from the conciliation bureau 
of the department of labor for 
service, and the labor movement 
in Colorado, backed by all the in- 
fluence of the A. F. of L., scored 
what labor leaders hailed as “a 
tremendous victory.” 


Less than 400 men are 
by the settlement. Hours and 
wages were not involved, having 
been determined by the U. S. in- 
terior department. The issue was 
union recognition and that drew 
into the battle powerful anti-labor 
interests in Colorado. 


Outsiders Foment 
Trouble 

Those interests were determined 
that regular unions should not be 
recognized on the government 
project. They sought to inflame 
the farmers who have organized 
an irrigation district to take over 
the project after Uncle Sam has 
completed the dam and reservoirs 
and tunnels which will bring 
water and cheap electric power to 
their farms. 


From July 12 and into August 
the A. F. of L. unions had picketed 
the dam. Everything was peaceful 
until the anti-union forces sud- 
denly organized a band of well- 
armed vigilantes deputized by one 
of the local sheriffs, and broke 
through the picket lines, firing on 
and wounding a number of un- 
armed union men.

He outlined the proposed changes 
in the act and stated that the Am- 
erican Federation of Labor was 
and is willing to accept the New 
York act in preference to the na- 
tional act. 


Padway said: 


“With one stroke of the pen 
the national labor relations 
board could wipe out the en- 
tire labor movement. This 
could be done,” he said, “be- 
cause of lack of definition of 
the act or standards of the 
board. The power granted the 
board must be defined and 
standards adopted which are 
Proposed in the amendments 
submitted by the A. F. of L.” 
International organizers attend- 

ing the meeting were, Joseph 
Casey, teamsters; William O'Neil, 
plumbers and steam fitters; A. H. 
Peterson and Sam Ming, A. F. of 
L. organizers; Meyer Lewis, A. F.

Ash is the 


GOVERNOR OF STATE ISSUES 
STATEMENT ON LABOR DAY 


The following statement was issued by Governor Culbert L. 


Olsen on Labor day: 


Although it is one of our relatively young institutions, Labor 
day has become one of our most significant national holidays. 
It has a growing significance because it has meaning to an ever 


widening circle of people. 


“Recent years have been unmistakably marked by the march- 
ing advance of labor unionism; a growth produced by the dras- 
tic economic and social changes that have overtaken us in one 
short generation. Labor unions have grown in membership, in 
influence and in prestige. They have embraced the cause of 
groups of workers heretofore but little organized. They have 
taken an increased interest in affairs, both public and private. 

This growth has been attended by a rising consciousness, 
not only in the ranks of labor, but among employers and people 
generally, that labor has earned, and now is waiting its proper 
place in councils of the nation, and rising to the responsibilities 


of that place. 


“Perhaps greatest of responsibilities falling upon labor is that 
of helping to preserve and extend our American liberties and 
democratic institutions, and helping to reconstruct our economic 
and social life. This is a heavy responsibility, but in it lie the 
forces which will unify labor, the forces which are preparing 


America's future.”

Facing the Facts 


Communism died in the United States on August 21, 1939. It did nat 
expire from natural causes. It was murdered by Stalin and Hitler. 

We know it is breaking all the rules of the murder mystery game to 
disclose the identity of the culprits before unravelling the crime, but in 
this case we don’t regard the murder as a crime but a blessing. 

Let’s go back a bit, as our famous detectives do, and assemble the 
facts before proceeding to disclose how we arrive at our deductions, 

You will remember that ten years ago the communists cut no ice in 
this country. The only time anyone ever heard from them was when 
they would stir up a riot and get their heads bashed in just to make 
the headlines and let their comrades in Moscow know they were alive. 

But within the past three years the communists have spread them- 
selves to a considerable extent in numbers and in influence among these 
parts. There were three major factors contributing to this development. 
First, was the formation of the CIO which went out and hired com- 
munists, supplied them with cash money and gave them a free field in 
which to operate. Second, was the natural reaction among all classes of 
people in America against naziism and fascism. Third, was the sudden. 
resolve on the part of the communists to go “respectable.” 

Let us enlarge on this final angle. Earl Browder took a trip to Mos- 
cow a couple of years ago and sold Stalin a bill of goods. We can’t get. 
anywhere in America, he told his chief, unless we dye our hair, make up 
our faces and go in for a complete outward transformation. 

THE PERMANENT WAVE 

Well, Browder returned to the United States with Stalin’s blessing and 
took the communist party to the beauty parlor. 

The C. P. entered this “shoppe” as a red-faced, blowzy, slovenly, wild- 
haired, disreputable wretch. It came out looking like a stream-lined, 
glamorous Hollywood chorine. The apostles of dictatorship suddenly 
took up the worship of democracy. The spokesmen for revolution myste- 
riously discovered a deep love for the American constitution. The dese- 
crators of God began making goo-goo eyes at religion. The internation- 
alists of the world blossomed forth as patriots and nationalists. 

This disguise enabled the communists to get into places which formerly 
were shut tight against them. Once they got their foot in the door, they 
couldn’t be shoved out. The transformation proved a quick and sensa- 
tional success. 

This was the situation until August 21, 1939. On that day Messrs. Stalin 
and Hitler got together. Communism signed on the dotted line with 
naziism. The dictators shook hands across the prostrate form of Poland. 
The reds kissed Hitler on both cheeks and made friends with a regime 
that represents all that is hateful and obnoxious to Americans. 

Consternation reigned in the office of the “Daily Worker,” official 
organ of the communist party. The editors did not know what to 
do. They saw the permanent wave of the proud beauty whom they 
had nursed through a major transformation come all undone and 
uncurled in one gust of foul air. What could they do? The first day 
they did nothing. The “Daily Worker” printed not a line of the 
story. Then Browder and his buddies cabled Stalin in Moscow. “Say 
it ain’t so,” they begged. 

THE PERMANENT AFTERMATH 

Comrade Stalin answered nothing but “cut me another slice” and the 
poor comrades here had to take it. With what little enthusiasm they 
could muster they declared that as a result of the Stalin-Hitler pact “it 
is safe to say that the camp of peace and democracy will become 
strengthened.” 

What do they mean “it is safe to say.” Do they mean “safe” in the’ 
sense that the Moscow hatchet-men will not be reaching for their scalps. 
Perhaps. But certainly it is not safe for the communists to utter such 
hogwash to an aroused American citizenry. 

That is why we said in our opening paragraph that communism in this 
country was assassinated by the Moscow-Berlin alliance. This deal has 
stripped all the beauty parlor camouflage from the face of communism, 
It has exposed communism in its true light to the people of their country 
and the sight is revolting. 

Never again will the communists be able to extol democracy without 
being haunted by Hitler’s shadow. Never again will they be able to con- 
demn fascism without arousing the mocking laughter of the progres- 
sive citizens of our country. Never again will the liberal-fakers be able 
to fool the true liberals. 

Let the workers of the country also take heed. The communists are 
today more strongly entrenched in the CIO than ever before. These 
hypocritical, insincere, conscienceless agents of Moscow are trying to 
use the labor movement as a revolutionary vehicle. They care no more 
for labor’s welfare than they do for democracy. If ever the time was 
ripe for the workers of America to repudiate the CIO and communism 
for their own good and for the welfare of the nation, that time has now 
arrived.

A. F. L. LUMBER UNION 
WINS GOOD AGREEMENT 


Contract with Logging Company 
At Morton, Wash., Provides 
40-Hour Week and Other 
Standard Union Conditions 


Members of Lumber and Sawmill 
Workers’ Union No. 2767, char- 
tered by the United Brotherhood of 
Carpenters and Joiners of Amer- 
ica, affiliated with the American 
Federation of Labor, are deserved- 


ly jubilant over the model union- 
shop, preferential hiring agreement 
negotiated with the Gosmos Log- 
ging company, of Morton, Wash- 
ington. 

The agreement, covering about 
250 loggers, is replete with provi- 
sions adding to the security 
welfare of the men who work in 
the woods. 


Among the progressive clauses 
are those recognizing the union as 
the sole collective bargaining agen- 
cy in the company’s logging opera- 
tions and limiting the regular 
hours of labor to eight hours per 
day and forty hours per week ex- 
cept in case of breakdowns, with 
time and one-half for work per- 
formed on all Sundays and seven 
generally recognized holidays. 

There are also provisions pro- 
tecting the rights of the employes 
when transfers are made to differ- 
ent classifications of work and 
guard them against unwarranted 
suspension or SSCREE eS 


Padway Urges A. F. L. 
To Ignore Oregon’s 
Anti-Picketing Law 


Oregon American Federation of 
Labor unions were advised today 
by Joseph A. Padway, Washington, 
D. C., chief counsel for the A. F. 
of L., to “ignore and defy the state 
anti-labor law.” 


Padway urged the unions to 
carry on “normal” functions, in- 
cluding strikes and other uses of 
their economic strength, without 
regard to Oregon’s union regula- 
tory law. He said the A. F. of L. 


would “back to the limit” any 
union running afoul of the 
statute.

Tacoma Workers Support 
450 Strikers and Their Families 


Commissary Has Spent $10,000 to Aid Rebels 
Against Low Wages Paid by Northwest Company 


The strike of 450 employes of 
the Northwest Door company, Ta- 
coma, Wash., went into its eighth 
week with the commissary set up 
by Tacoma district council of the 
A. F. of L. lumber and sawmill 
workers’ union functioning smooth- 
ly and efficiently in taking care of 
the strikers and their families. 

Union officials reported that ten 
thousand dollars worth of food- 
stuffs had already been distributed. 
The Puget Sound district council 
has contributed $2,000 in two 
months, and the Tacoma L. W. 
local has paid out $8,000. 

The strike had been brewing for

a long time before it was declared. 
Starting with an obsolete plant 
four years ago, the Northwest 
Door company was developed into 
an efficient plant with the produc- 
tion per man practically double 
what it was formerly, 


Despite this increased efficiency 
the company had refused to raise 
wages commensurately with the 
larger production. Union officials 
assert that nearly 200 of the em- 
ployes have been receiving wages 
below the scale warranted by the 
type of the plant. When negotia- 
tions failed to produce the neces- 
sary adjustments the strike was 
called,

Hollywood Producers Sign Five-Year 
Contract With Stage Employes’ Union 


Organized labor in Los Angeles 
is definitely and justifiedly jubi- 
lant with the agreement signed by 
the major motion picture produc- 
ers and the International Alliance 


of Theatrical Stage Employes and 
Moving Picture Machine Operators 
of the United States and Canada. 


Representatives of the union in- 
terpreted the agreement as a 
pledge that will give members of 
A. F. of L. studio locals an undis- 
putable closed shop, better work- 
ing conditions and immediate wage 
increases, and, in addition, ending 
threats of a strike of 12,000 studio 
technicians and other locals of 
that group. 

In an article giving an account 
of the terms and significance of 
the agreement the Los Angeles 
Citizen, organized labor’s official 
newspaper, said: 


“In the agreement, it was an- 
nounced the producers also pledged 
themselves to ‘enter negotiations 
within a reasonable time and to 
eontinue diligently until consum- 
mated,’ upon collective bargaining 
demands for improved wage scales, 
hours and working conditions. 

“The pact was signed by John F. 
Gatelee and Frank Stickling, rep- 
resenting the A. F. of L. union, and
